1 ) Five rabbits were immunized with bovine gammaglobulin (BGG) in complete Freund's Adjuvant followed by an injection 
of antigen in incomplete Freund's Adjuvant. The use of complete or incomplete Freund's Adjuvant is associated with local 
inflammation which can produce pain/distress. 

5. Provide scientific justification why pain and/or distress could not be relieved. State methods or means used to determine 
that pain and/or distress relief would interfere with test results. (For Federally mandated testing, see Item 6 below) 

The anti-inflammatory effect of pain relieving agents will depress the antibody response to the immunogen. (Graham NM, 
Journal of Infectious Disease. 162 (6) : 1277-82, 1990 Dec.)
